1) Yes, our travel policies provides for a meals and incidentals (M&IE) allowance 
when on travel status as follows: 

If a traveler maintains a dwelling at their destination and it is available to 
them, they will be entitled to only an MfilE allowance for normal workdays. An M&IE 
allowance for other than normal workdays is not allowed. (excerpt from the Alaska 
Administrative Manual 60.250) 
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I am aware of no other purpose for the per diem paid to the governor. 

2) No, our travel policies follow the IRS requ±rements for accountable plans. 
M&IE allowances that are below the federal rates are not taxable as long as the 
traveler working outside their duty station.
